Chicago, May 16.—Open defiance of 
the police to check an outbreak of 
labor warfare which has terrorized 
the city for two months was seen to- 
night in a spectacular fire which par- 
tially, destroyed a 70-apartment build- 
Ig under construction at 7711 Sheri- 
dan road in the heart of a wealthy 
seatdutios district. 

Starting just before dark at several 
points on the fifst floor, the frames 
spread rapidly through the $500,000 
structure and practically all fire- 
fighting apparatus in the northern 
section of the city ‘was called before 
it was brought‘ under control with 
half the building in ruins. The en- 
tire Rogers Park police force was 
Weded to keep back the crowds, esti- 
mated at more than 5,000. 

Part of Campaign. 

Workmen on the structure were em- 
ployed under the Landis wage award, 
and police declared that the fire was 
but another step in a campaign of 
terrorism against the award which 
was made by former Judge K. M. 
Landis, sitting as a meditator in a 
wage dispute between the Building 
Trades union and contractors. The 
award was accepted by the contract- 
ors’ but has been actively opposed by 
several of the unions which was dis- 
satisfied with its terms.

The chamber of commerce on yes- 
terday passed resolutions indorsing 
the merchant marine bill pending for 
poe ‘in co at Washington. 

t is generally eved that the pas- 
sage of this merchant marine bill 
have a very vital effect upon the prop- 
er development of the south Atlantic 
ports, as well as upon the industria] 
development of the entire south. 

It is believed by many, that, unless 
this bill passes, practically all of the 
foreign commerce of this country will 
very soon be carried in foreign bot- 
toms, every one recognizing that for- 
eign bottoms will get all of the busi- 
ness unless some form of government 
aid, direct or indirect, is extended to 
American bottoms. : 

The bill that is now pending in con- 
gress has been, framed to help ship- 
pers in the interior and in the terri- 
tory tributary to the south and south 
Atlantic ports. The present shipping 

is understood to be favorable 
to the passage of the pending legisla- 
tion, and the present administration 
as well. 
Will Protect Trade Routes. 


The new legislation will, if passed, 
it is believed, adequately protect the 
trade routes which are being operated 
from the south Atlantic and gulf 


ports. 

It will be recalled that a year or 
two ago, as a result of action taken 
by numerous trade bodies in the south 
and west, there was obtained in favor 
of the south Atlantic ports an equal- 
ization of export rates between those 
ports and the north Atlantic ports. 
At the same time adequate service 
from the south Atlantic and gulf ports 
was provided for. It was believed at 
that time that the removal of the two 
handicaps of unequal export rates to 
the ports and the furnishing of ade- 
cuate service to these ports put the 
south and gulf states into the position 
which they had occupied prior to the 
civil war. These things were regarded 
by many at the time as very notable 
achievements in favor of the south 
Atlantic and gulf ports. 

The merchant marine bill itself only 
provides for indirect aids to Ameri- 
can shipping. In other words the act 
itself is an absolut: automatic check, 
in that it provides that if the indirect 
aids given under it to American sbip- 
ping are sufficient in any particular 
case, no drect aid will be given. 

The board of directors of the cham- 
ber, after a very careful study and in- 
vestigation, passed resolutions as fol- 
lows: 

Resolutions Adopted. 

Whereas, it is generally recognized 
throughout the world that the industrial 
development of a nation depends in a 
large measure on its foreign trade, and 
that the development of a country’s for- 
eign trade depends in turn on its possess- 
ing a merchant marine of its own, and 

Whereas, the proper industrial devélop- 
ment of southern states depends on for- 
eign trade through southern ports, thus 
giving southern manufacturers a ready ac- 
cess to foreign markets, and, 

Whereas, the adequate development of 
southern rts depends primarily on ade- 
quate aud regular steamship service car- 
ried on in American bottoms, thus inde- 
pendent of interests which p ly serve 
foreign competitors, and 

Whereas, a continuation of such Ameri- 
can steamship service from southern ports 
is impossible without adequate government 
aid, both direct and indirect, 

Therefore, Be it Resolved, That we, the 
business men of Atlanta, as represented by 
the chamber of commerce of Atlanta, do 
hereby heartily indorse the amental 
es of ship subsidy, as embodied in 
the shipping act of 1922, and urge onr 
representatives to support this measure in 
the interest of our southern states and 
— ports as well as the es na- 

N.

Greensboro, N. C., May 16.—(Spec- 
ial.)—Publie utilities need have no 
fear of unfair and unjust treatment 
from the public when the public has 
received the whole truth of their re- 
lationship with such utilities, H. M. 
Atkinson, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, declared in q speech 
delivered on “The Financial Aspects 
of the Gas Business,” at the annual 
meeting of the Southern Gas asso- 
ciation in session here. 

“The public, given proper under- 
standing through publicity, will be 
fair,” said Mr. Atkinson, who de- 
elared that evidences of the beginning 
of public realization that political 
regulation of business has become a 
menace to the public's own material, 
prosperity and that, until financial 
starvation of public utilities by regu- 
lation is relieved the public in gen- 
eral is the greatest loser, are the most 
hopeful present signs for à return 
to national prosperity. 

Public Understanding. 

“Understanding by the public,” said 
Mr. Atkinson, “is essential before the 
utility business can get on a per- 
manent sound basis. It is the job of 
the utilities to put the facts and truth 
in their broad relation to the pros- 
perity of the country before them. 

“Properly directed publicity must 
be constantly used. The public, given 
proper understanding through pub- 
licity, will be fair. 

“Prosperity can come only through 
co-operation of all, rich and poor, 
labor, capital and government. Co- 
operation can only come through un- 
derstanding. Understanding can only 
come through constant publicity. So 
public utilities must recognize that 
permanent continued publicity work, 
presenting the whole truth, is vital 
and essential in dealing with the pub-

Political Meddling. 


Mr. Atkinson pleaded for freedom 
from political meddling, which he de- 
clared, is chloroforming, individuality 
and initiative. He stressed the import- 
ance of early passage of the proposed 
constitutional amendment to permit 
taxing of municipal and state bonds for 
income tax purposes in order to open 
a fair and equitable market for the 
financing of utilities and industries. 

He urged importance of à decision 
by the United States supreme court 
that would settle for all time the in- 
terpretations of principles handed 
down by that court. relative to the val- 
uation of public utility properties by 
regulatory commissions in order to 
make utility securities stable. 

Candler’s Speech. 

“If a public utility renders good 
service it is then entitled in law and 
morals to a reasonable return on the 
fair value of its property used in pub- 
lie service, qualified only by the fact 
that the charge must not exceed the 
value of the service, C. Murphy Cand- 
Jer, chairman of the Georgia railroad 
commission tonight told the conven- 
tion of the Southern Gas association.” 
_ “The motto of every public serv- 
ice company,” said Mr. Candler, 
“should be service first, compensa- 
tion next. Within the terms of this 
motto are comprehended alike the 
duties of the public service company 
and the public service commission. 

“One of the plain duties of public 
service commission is to help the util- 
ity to render efficient and adequate 
service to all alike upon just and 
reasonable terms. 

“The public generally wishes to deal 
fairly with its servants, the utilities, 
although,- at times it, the public, 16 
unreasonable in its demand frequently 
through lack of information. The 
utility should supply this freely, 
though often, especially in times past, 
it has been withheld. The service 
commission should protect the utility 
against the unreasonable demand of a 
misinformed public, no less than the 
public from a grasping utility.” 

“To secure the best service, fair 
rates and satisfactory relations. there 
must be a trinity of co-operation be- 
tween the utility, the public and the 
commission, with open dealing. mu- 
1 egal and even handled jus- 

ice.

Flup PLAY ELEMENT! 


Producers and consumers in the 
south now enjoy a distinct advantage 
over other sections of the United 
States in respect to freight rates, ac- 


cording to J. C. Beam, assistant gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Southern 


railway, who addressed the Rotary 
club Tuesday on present-day rail- 
road conditions. 

“The advantage arises from the 
fact that freight rates outside the 


south have been advanced to a much 
greeter extent than in the south,” 

r. Beam said. “When rates in the 
east were advanced 5 per cent in 1915 
and 15 per cent in 1917, no increases 
were made in the south. 

“On August 16, 1921, rates in the 
east were increased 40 per gent, and 
in the west and southwest 35 per 
cent; in the south the increase was 
only 25 per cent, while rates between 
the south and other territories were 
increased only 331-3 per cent. 

“The advantage which the south 
enjoys from its relatively favorable 
situation as to freight rates is shared 
in by all lines of industry and by all 
consumers in the south, since the 
freight charges pald on the articles 
and commodities they consume have 
not been increased to the extent that 
freight charges on similar shipments 
in other territories have been ad- 
vanced.” 

In discussing the passenger angle 
of the railroad business, Mr. Beam 
said that there has been a decided re- 
duction in passenger fares to care for 
the summer tourist travel, not only 
within the southeastern territory but 
between points in the southeast and 
New England, central and Pacific 
coast destinations. 


PRESIDENT APPROVES 
BUILDING HOSPITALS 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, May 16.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.) —Recommenda- 
tions for the erection of hospitals in 
seven of the fourteen districts of the 
United States veterans’ bureau, which 
ore authorized by the Langley bill, 
have been approved by the president, 
it was announced today. 

A new hospital will be constructed 
at Northampton, Mass., to take care 
of patients in district No. 1. Two 
additional hospitals will be constructed 
in district No. 2, comand the states 
ef New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. Both of these hospitals will 
be for tuberculosis patients only. One 
will be constructed within a radius of 
46 to 50 miles of New York, while 
the other one will probably be built 
in the mountainous section of the 
state. Other recommendations ap- 
proved were for the purchase of the 
Methodist hospital in Memphis, Tenn. ; 
cunstruction of a hospital at Gulf. 
port, Miss.; construction of a hospital 
ii, the tenth veterans’ bureau district 
which includes Montana, North and 
South Dakota and Minnesota on gov- 
ernment land or land acquired by gift: 
construction of a hospital at Liver- 
more, Cal., and at Camp Lewis, Wash- 
ington. 

The locations of four other hos- 
pitals, Colonel Forbes said, are before 
the president for consideration and 
probably will be decided upon shortly. 
Georgia will get one of these hospitals. 

„Work has already begun uon plans 
and specifications for the veterans 
hospitals, and it is expected that the 
entire program of twelve new veter- 
ans’ institutions with facilities for 
caring for more than 5,000 tubercular 
and mental patients will be completed 
within a year.” said Colonel Forbes. 

“Bids for eontracts for the con- 
struction of the new institutions prob- 
ably will be called for within the next 
ninety days,” Colonel Forbes declared. 
“And preference will be given ex-serv- 
ice men in the construction of the 
new hospitals.” Colonel Forbes de- 
clared he wished to emphasize the fact 
that while the plans and specifica- 
tions would be drawn by government- 
al agencies, the actnal conatructio 
work will be done by outside con 
tractors.

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Probable in Case 


Of Frank DuPre 


The fate of Frank DuPre, convicted 
Peachtree bandit, who is under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of 
Irby C. Walker, local Pinkerton de- 
tective in the Nat Kiser jewelry store 
robbery on Peachtree street several 
months ago, will not be known for 
several weeks to come, it was inti- 
mated at the conclusion of the new 
trial hearing before the Georgia su- 
preme court. 

Both the state’s attorneys and coun- 
sel for the defense were granted ten 
days for filing additional pleadings 
before the decision of the supreme 
court is handed down. It is prob- 
able that both defense and prosecuting 
isttorneys will make use of this per- 
iod by the filing of additional briefs, 
according to officials of the court. 

Argument for DuPre. 

DuPre was represented at the hear- 
ing by ‘Attorney W. I.. Haywood, who 
begun the arguments Monday only to 
postpone his pleadings until Tuesday 
as the result of the adournment of 
court. Assisting Mr. Haywood was 
Attorney Louis Foster. Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin conducted 
the prosecution for the state. The 
principal claim of the defense was the 
alleged prejudice in the minds of sev- 
eral jurors who are said to have made 
remarks concerning the case before 
they were selected for the jury. 

“The preservation of justice, no 
matter how heinous a crime may be, 
is far more important than the con- 
viction of any man,” asserted Mr. 
Haywood, 

Solicitor-General Boykin insisted 
that DuPre had been given more con- 
sideration than he deserved and de- 
elared that four of the affidavits filed 
by the defense, seeking to show that 
prejudice had existed in, the minds 
of jurors, were proven to be fakes. 
He stated that no addresses of the 
persons signing the affidavits were 
given so that they could be checked 
up. and quoted a decision of Justice 
Bleckley to the effect that affidavits 
taken promiscuously were of smali 


value. 
Plea by 

“The defendant DuPre,” * Said So- 
licitor Boykin, went into the jewelry 
store armed with an automatic: pistol. 
He asked to be shown a valuable dia- 
mond ring. The clerk complied but 
the firgt ring was not fine enough. 
He then was shown the $2,500 ring 
in the window. As soon as this was 
placed before him DuPre grabbed it 
and started to run. The clerk had 
previously motioned to ‘Walker, whe 
was in the store at the time, to watch 
the man. 

“When DuPre started out the door 
Walker intervened. DuPre drew 
forth his gun, fired three shots at 
Walker and calmly walked into the 
Kimball house lobby to a haberdashery 
store, where he purchased a necktie 
and walked away in high spirits.” 

In the affidavits submitted by the 
defense to Judge Mathews, of Ma- 
con, before whom the appeal for a 
new trial was first instituted, conten- 
tion was made that several jurors 
were prejudiced. Counter affidavits 
were presented by Solicitor Boykin 
denying that these jurors were preju- 
diced. Judge Mathews considered 
the counter-affidavits and overruled 
the motion for new trial on the 
strength of their showing, it was al- 
leged. Through an apnarent over- 
sight the courter-affidavits were not 
included in the records of the case, 
which prevented them from being cer- 
tified to the supreme court by Judge 
Mathews. 

In reply to this Solicitor General 
Boykin stated that it was a mere tech- 
nicality and amounted to nothing.

Asters. 


BY MRS. E. P. CRENSHAW. 

Asters are popular because Sf gor- 
geous color and graceful formation. 
In addition to these good traits, they 
possess three others—durability, adapt- 
ability and commercial value. 

The cut flowers will last for a week 
and still be fresh and beautiful. They 
are graceful in baskets and bouquets 
and “make up” well in floral designs, 

The flower grower depends on them 


for a money crop. ; 
In making your selection of seed, 


get the incurving full center variety 
for these do not show their eyes so 
easily when in full bloom. 

The Heart of France” is a fine 
red and the “Enchantress” is a lovely 
pink. All the blue and lavender shades 
are in great demand. 

The seed are a little slow to germ- 
inate and want to be planted in a 


loose, finely pulverized soil; sifted leaf 
mold mixed with sand is an ideal mix- | 


ture. 
When plants have four leaves trans- 


plant in rows three feet apart and 


give each plant plenty of room. When 
growing well pinch out tops. 

If you have a plot that was rich 
last year, plant your aster plants 
in it and be sure you do not add any 
more manure or commercial fertilizer. 
I advise you to buy well grown 
plants from your florist as it is a little 
late to start the seed. They sell at 
a reasonable price and save you much 
care and trouble in getting the seed 
to come up. 

Many florists do not grow asters 
because of the blight that mows them 
down like grain before the reaper. 
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No remedy has ever been found for 
this disease. The cause is generally 
thought to be in the soil yet the 
most careful experiments have proven 
nothing and have failed to find a 
remedy.

The Radiation of Electric Waves. | 

The radiation of electric waves into the ether by a transmitting sta- 
tion may be likened to the waves set up in a pool of water by the impact 
of a stone. The large water waves sent out by a heavy stone may be 
compared to the radiation of waves by the high power transatlantic sta- 
tions while the ripples resulting from a small stone represent the emis- 
sion of electric waves by the low power transmission of an amateur 


The water waves spread out in ali directions from the point of dis- 
turbance, passing around any obstacles they may encounter and continue 
in their course. The distance betweén the crests of the waves caused 
by the large stone is of constant value, but dfifers in length from the 
crest to crest distance of the waves developed by the smaller stone. 

In radio this distance from crest to crest is known as the wave- 
length and is always of constant value for a particular set of waves re- 
gardless of the distance of transmission. 

Just as the waves spread out in the pool, so do the electric waves 
radiate in all directions from the aerial of the transmitting station, being 
intercepted by the antennae of the receiving stations, but continuing 
with practically undiminished energy. 

The powerful transmitting stations used in trans-oceanic communi- 
cation have aerials so designed and geographically located as to have 
By this means the strongest waves are sent in 
the direction of the receiving station with which communication is car- 


It must be remembered that electric waves, like waves of light, are 
subject to absorption, reradiation, convection, reflection and deflection. 

As explained in a previous article, waves may be divided into two 
classes, continuous or undamped waves, and discontinuous or damped 
waves. Continuous waves consist of high frequency oscillations spaced 
so closely together as to form a practically continuous wave of constant 
Such waves may be generated by a radio frequency alterna- 
tor, a vacuum tube or an arc transmitter. 

Damped waves consist also of high frequency alternations, but are 
generated in groups, each group being composed of a series of oscilla- 
tiohs of decreasing amplitude. Such waves are generated by the periodi- 
cal charge and discharge of a battery of condensers in the circuit of a:

BRHF. SCOTT

Mammoth Liner 
Sets New Record 
For First Voyage 


New York, May 16.—The Majestic, 
mammoth new liner of the seas, warp- 
ed into her pier at 4:35 this after- 
noon after a trip from England dur- 
ing which she broke all existing rec- 
ords for maiden voyages on the At- 
lantic. 

Sir Bertram Hayes, her skipper, 
who went to her bridge in successive 
steps from cabin boy in the White 
Star line service, had not tried to 
put the Majestic at top speed during 
the voyage. For two days she had 
“loaf-d” then speeding up as she 
ran into smoother seas she drove 
along at a 25.50 knot pace, hitting 
it up to 26 on the last leg from Fire 
Island to Ambrose light ship. 

Just five days and sixteen hours 
after she left Cherbourg, the Ma- 
jestic whirled past the light ship in 
a cloud of spray. Then she slowed 
down to piek up her pilot while the 
light ship crew lined the rail of their 
craft watching the giant visitor. 


Toots of Welcome. 


A tiny tug tooted vigorously three 
times in welcome. The terific boom 
of the Majestic’s whistle answered her 
and other ships, waiting te welcome 
the new liner took up the refrain. 

Captain A. L. Petersen, veteran 
pilot, who always takes in the Maure- 
tania and the Olympic climbed aboard 
the Majestic liner just inside the light 
ship and brought her in. He took no 
chances. It was noticeable that he

HARDING BELIEVE 


Washington, May 16.—President 
Harding holds the United States has

If these measures could 
be accomplished tomorrow the stream 
of commerce and industry would rush 
economic recovery at a pace which 
would amaze the world. 

“And until their accomplishment is 
in sure process, our citizens must 
guide their business with caution in 
relations to the nations who are as 
yet unable to make these steps. 

“When we come to the problems of 
further economic assistance we must 
deal with very realistic questions. 
First, the most unlikely event on the 
economic earth ig that the United 
States will, as a government, again 
engage in any governmental loans; 
and second, as financial assistance 
must arise from our private investors 
then in order to attract these inves- 
tors, confidence must be maintained 
in the progress toward peace and eco- 
namic stability in that nation which 
wishes assistance from our people. 

“There are some matters jn the 
lending of private capital that are of 
concern to the nation as a whole. It 
is essential that these loans should 
be confined to reproductive purposes.
